(Hv Th# A**a#tal#«l l*r#**l 
Accidents killed 421 persons in the 
U S during the New Year’s holiday 
—but the total fell far under the 
near record Christmas 
week-end 
mark of more than 700. 
The New Year’s holiday toll on the 
streets and highways—301—showed 
a sharp drop from the 545 traffic 
deaths during the Christmas period. 
It .also was short of the 330 fatali­ 
ties predicted by the National Safety 
council for the New Year s week-end 
—from 6 p.m. Friday to midnight 
Monday. 
During the New' Year's week-end 
120 men, women and children died 
in a variety of non-traffic accidents 
• These included fires, plane crashes 
and other causes. 
More than I,IOO Americans lost 
their lives in violent accidents dur- 
! mg the long Christmas and New 
Year's week-end. including more 
than 800 killed in traffic accidents. 
The New Year's week-end violent 
death total compared to 425 over 
the three-day period last year, which 
included 270 in traffic accident*. 54 
in fires and 101 from miscellaneous 
causes. In the two-day 1949 New 
Yeur's holiday there were 309 violent 
deaths, including 207 traffic.

Star Gorilla In 
Chicago Zoo Dies 


C h ic a g o . Jan. 2 (/PY The death of 
a gorilla—no ordinary ape—but the 
world-famous Bushman, who was 
Chicago's biggest single attraction, 
.saddened thousands of children to­ 
day. 
The old and ailing ape, who for 
20 years tin Hied millions of zoo vis­ 
itors, died on New Year's morning 
of a heart ailment. He had been 
fighting the crippling effects of ar­ 
thritis, heart trouble and old age 
since last June. 
In his prime Bushman weighed 
550 pounds. He was 6 feet 2 inches 
tall and 22 years old—the largest 
and oldest gorilla In captivity. He 
had lost about IOO pounds since he 
became ill. 
He was brought to the Lincoln 
Park zoo 20 years ago—weighing 38 
pounds. He had been captured in 
the French Cameroons of West Af­ 
rica in 1928 and he cost the roo 
$3 500 
But in 1946 the American Associa­ 
tion of Zoological Parks and Aquar­ 
iums termed Bushman “the most 
outstanding animal of any zoo in 
the world and the most valuable.” 
Zoo Director R Marlin Perkins said 
Bushman was worth more to the 
Chicago Park district than Soldier 
Field.
